There is no question that it is of 
importance and concern in 
certain areas and in some operations 
Even though it is not a serious dis 
Case, it can be aggravating and if it 
affects the herd it can be a way of in 
hibiting performance, 

The organism that causes the dis 
case 1S a fungus, but many veterinat 
ians feel that there is some other pri 
mary agent that olf. For 
‘xample, some pens in a feedlot will 
exhibit a higher percentage of cattle

that are affected than other pens 
Most of the time this will occur in 
pens that are wet or dry. In other 


words, we usually thing wet, damp 
weather causes more problems, but 
this has not always been the case 

Gencral symptoms are usually 
lameness, swelling between the 
claws, even to the point of the skin 
breaking and there may some 
amount of dead tissue on the foot 
Some cattlemen have indicated a bad 
odor associated with foot rot 

In severe outbreaks foot rot has 
been treated with a sustained release 
sulfonamide. Because of the time 
factor and attempt to reduce a chron- 
ic condition, you would need to 
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heck with your veterinarian to find 
ut What the proper drug should be 
such as this. Another more 
down home type remedy would be to 

* powdered lime mixed with wa 
ter, a 10 percent copper sulfate solu 
lion, or you can feed organic iodide 
mixed with granulated salt 

A mixture of iodide in the feed 
can be fed at the rate of 400 to 500 
mg per head per day for one week 
Other cattlemen have reported some 
success by putting a high level of an- 
tibiotics in the feed or given through 
the water for about a week. Also, a 
clorox solution can be beneficial in 
treating foot rot 

One thing to make sure of 
though, is that you can examine the 
affected food if at all possible. 
Sometimes an animal will not re 
spond to treatment because the area 
affected has been hurt by some for 
eign objects or tangled up in a wire 
or some other injury type situation. 
Not always is a limp an indication of 
foot rot. However, with so many 
people reporting it this year there is 
a good chance that you may have a 
foot rot problem if you do see a limp 
or lameness.

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_ Starfire Timing On Peanuts

Approximately 50 percent of our 
peanuts in Coffee County are plant 
ed and coming up, and considering 
all the conditions we have a good 
stand. Along with this, we are also 
getting a good crop of weeds. Flori 
da beggarweed is our number one 
weed in Coffee County and Starfire 
will be the major herbicide used at 
this time to control it. Timing and 
rates of application of this herbicide 
are important, and over the next few 
weeks a lot of Starfire will be used 
on peanuts. 

Starfire provides super early sea 
son postemergence control of Flori 
da beggarweed, sicklepod, and Tex- 
as panicum, Starfire at 2/3 pint 
(1loz.) per acre plus surfactant (1 
pint per 100 gallons spray) is recom- 
mended for weed control, The addi- 
tion of Basagran at 8-16 ounces per 
acre will make the bum much less 
severe (it gives the softening effect) 
and at 16 ounces will improve con- 
trol of some breadloaf weeds, includ- 
ing cocklebur and bristly starbur. If 
yellow nutsedge control is desired, 
the Basagran from 8 oz. to 16 oz, the 
basagran starts to reduce the effee- 
tiveness of the Starfire, so seriously 
consider this fact before applying 
Basagran with starfire at the higher 
rates. The further addition of one 
pint 2,4-DB (Butoxone, Butyrac) 
will improve control of small flower 
morning-glory, coffee weed and oth- 
er viny weeds. When looking to Bas- 
agran for real major weed control, 
you should use your Basagran separ- 
ately. 

In any or all these combinations 
where Starfire is used one pint of 
non-ionic surfactant should be added 
per 100 gallons of spray mixture. Do 
not substitute crop oil for the surfac- 


INDOOR CARPETS 

Some people have questioned 
whether or nor carpet can be the 
cause of their health problems, The 
Carpet and Rug Institute (CRI) is do- 
ing a‘study on the contribution of 
carpet, if any, to indoor air quality. 
Georgia Aycock, Extension resource 
management specialist, passed along 
some information conceming the 
odor of carpet. 

Certain odors, such as those asso- 
ciated with new carpet, may be con- 
sidered unpleasant by some hyper- 
sensitive 

Research indicates there are no 
significant health effects caused by 
odor, 

New carpet odor stems from 4- 
phenylcyclohexene (4-PCH), a by- 
product of the manufacturing pro- 
cess that results from production of 
styrene butadiene latex carpet back- 
ing. Although harmless, the odor of 
4-PCH can be detected by human be- 
ings at low levels (one part per bil- 
lion), 

To alleviate potential odor, follow 
these guidelines during new carpet 
installation: 

If possible, allow the carpet to 
rest unrolled in a well-ventilated 
area of the home for a day or so be- 
fore installation, 

During installation, conditions 
permitting, open all doors and win- 
dows and operate thé ventilation sys- 
tem at maximum fan speed. 

After installation, continue to op- 
erate the ventilation system at nor- 
mal room temperature with maxi- 
mum fan speed for 48 to 72 hours, If 
possible, open doors and windows to 
increase air flow.

Starfire is light an temperature 
sensitive, This means it will work 
better on a clear day with tempera 
tures in the high 80's to low 90's. 
Also, wind appears to play a part. 
You would not want to spray on a 
windy day because of drift, but Star- 
fire doesn't work real well either 
when the wind is blowing. Spraying 
in the afternoon works well as the 
temperature is up, but you don't want 
to spray too late up into the evening 
as it needs to dry on the weeds be- 
fore the dew drops. Moisture on the 
weeds reduces the effectiveness of 
the herbicide, 

Having good thrips control will 
help reduce the injury received from 
Starfire, Records have shown that 
good thrips control lessens the burn 
received from Starfire. 

Timing is the key to good weed 
control with minimal crop damage. 
Every effort should be made to ac- 
complish weed control with these 
‘burn’ materials in one application, 
The label says to use Starfire any 
time from ground cracking to 28 
days, but the best time is to wait un- 
ul the plants are between 14 to 21 
days. First of all, this gives the pea- 
nut leaves time to develop their 
waxy coating which helps to protect 
them from the chemicals, Second, it 
allows the peanut to develop a good 
root system giving strength for re- 
growth, And third, this two to three 
weeks allows time for a good stand 
of weeds to come up. However, you 
do not want the weeds to be over 
two inches in height. Do not spray or 
any of the mixtures after 28 days as 
this is when the peanut starts bloom- 
ing and yield will suffer.

Does the facility pro- 
vide mammograms as part of its reg- 


ular practice? The answer to all of: 


these questions should be yes. 

Women with breast implants 
should ask the mammography facili- 
ty if they use special mammography 
techniques designed for women with 
breast implants. Mammography 
equipment has improved significant- 
ly since 1985, resulting in clearer 
images. Mammography units are 
safe and effective due to FDA's stan- 
dards for x-ray equipment.

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AN ALLEGED $334,529.33 IN COUNTY FUNDS MISSING

In a 4 p.m. press conference 


Tuesday, District Attorney Joel Fol 
mar announced § that Marilyn 
Ammons, age 48, had been indicted 
by the grand jury on offences of 
theft and forgery 

The May 20, 1991, Coffee 
County, Elba Division, Grand Jury 
handed down 643 _— indictments 
against Mrs. Ammons. A_ break- 
down of the indictments is as fol 
lows: 10 were for the offense of theft 
in the first-degree, 567 for the 
offense of theft in the second-degree, 
and the remaining 66 were for the 
offense of forgery in the second- 
degree. 

Each of the theft offenses, 577, 
carry alternative counts including 
forgery in the second-degree.

District Attorney Folmar com- 
mented, "This is a record number of 
presentments to a grand jury in the 
12th Judicial District Circuit since | 
have been district attorney and that's 
over 13 years.” 

He stated that the indictment con- 
sisted of three (3) volumes of infor- 
mation with each volume being 
about as “thick as a Birmingham 
phone book.” 

The total dollar amount missing 
as specified in the indictments was 
$334,529.53. The monies were the 


property of the Coffee County Co 

mmission from both the General 

Fund and Revenue Sharing Fund. 
The question was asked if any 


charges would be filed against Mrs 
Ammons by the federal government 
since Revenue Sharing Funds were 
involved in the alleged theft. Folmar 
said, “That will be left up to the fed 
eral government.” 

Mrs. Ammons was employed as a 
clerk in the Coffee County Commis- 
sion's office in Elba. She was arrest- 
ed on October 26, 1990 and charged 
with theft in the first-degree when 
county funds were discovered miss 
ing 

According to District Attorney 
Folmar, the indictments stemmed 
from an investigation conducted by 
the Alabama Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, Alabama Department of Public 
Examiners and the District Attor- 
ney's office 

The time span covered by state 
auditors in examining the county's 
books was from October 1, 1984 to 
September 30, 1990 

On December 21, 1990, a civil 
lawsuit filed against Mrs 
Ammons which alleged that more 
than $125,000 in county funds was 
missing and that she was accused of 
“knowingly and without consent ol 
the county” taking the money 

County officials filed the suit in 
order to prevent Mrs. Ammons from 
disposing of any property, both real 
and personal, that she might own. 

When asked if the dollar amount 
specified in the civil suit would be 
revised, Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton replied, “I 
feel sure that we will. I'll talk to 
Warren.” Warren Rowe is_ the 
county's attorney. 

Eagerton was also asked if boo-

kkeeping procedures within the co 
mmission office have been changed 
since the shortage in funds had been 
liscovered. His reply was, “Yes.” 

A reporter present during the 
press conference asked Eagerton if 
an audit of the county's records was 
performed during the period of time 
that the funds were allegedly stolen. 
He stated that there had been three 
(3) audits by state examiners. 

In the prepared statement handed 
out by the district attorney, the pun- 
ishment for the offenses named in 
the indictments was spelled out. 

Theft in the first-degree is a 
Class"B" felony and is punishable by 

years to 20 years imprisonment 
and/or up to $10,000 fine for each 
offense. Both theft in the second- 
degree and forgery in the second- 
degree are Class “C" felonies and 
punishable by | year to 10 years im- 
prisonment and/or up to a $5,000 
fine for each offense 

Folmar also explained that theft 
in the first-degree involves cash or 
something having monetary value in 
excess of $1,000 being stolen. Theft 
in the second-degree involves the 
taking of $100 to $1,000 in cash or 
something having that dollar value. 

He explained that forgery is not

Shows Earnings 


People who work while they are 


} getting Social Security benefits need 


to report their earnings by April 15, 
if their earnings are above certain 
limits, Jerry Kizzort, Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said today. 

For 1990 earings, the reports are 
required from beneficiaries (other 
than those receiving disability bene- 
fits): who. were age 65-69 and earned 
more than $9,360, or under 65 and 
earned more than $6,840, and re- 
ceived some benefits in 1990, Earn- 
ings over those amounts count in de- 
termining the amount of Social 
Security benefits due. 

People who were 70 or older dur- 
ing all of 1990 do not have to file an 
earnings report no matter how much 
they earned, Ms. Kizzort said. 

The annual report forms were 
mailed automatically to anyone who 
indicated they would be working and 
caring over the exempt amounts 
while they were getting benefits 
Anyone who needs to file a report 
but didn't get one in the mail should 
call Social Security to ask for an An- 
nual Report of Earnings form, Ms 
Kizzort said, 

In their carnings reports, Social 
Security beneficiaries show the exact 
amount of the past year's earnings 
and provide an estimate of their 
earnings for the current year, For 
1991, carnings over $9,720 for peo 
ple 65-69, and earnings over $7,080 
for people under 65, count in figur 
ing the amount of Social Security

WHICH GOSPEL? 


states that the twelve 
disciplés went about 
“preaching the gospel”, but 
verse 2 of the same chapter 
explains how the Lord had 
sent them “to preach THE 
KINGDOM OF GOD"-not 
the cross, but the kingdom, 
since He, the King, was in 
their midst. Thesé disciples 
could not have engaged in 
“the preaching of the cross” 
as Paul later did, for it was 
not until at least two years 
later that the Lord “began” 
to tell them how He must suf- 
fer and die (Matt. 16:21) and 
then Peter “began to rebuke 
Him” (Ver. 22) and none of 
the twelve even understood 
what He was talking about 
(See Luke 18:34). 

But whereas “the gospel of 
the kingdom” had been com- 
mitted to the twelve while 
Christ was on earth, “the 
preaching of the cross”—as 
good news-and “the gospel 
of the grace of God” was later 
committed to the Apostle 
Paul and to us (I Cor. 1:18; 
Acts 20:24). 

Today we do not proclaim 
the kingdom rights of Christ. 
Rather we _ proclaim 
“redemption through His 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, 
according to the riches of His 
grace” (Eph. 1:7).

We live in a world where no one 
like to wait for anything to be done.

HOW TO WASH SILKS 

You may want to try 
some of your silk garments to save 
dry cleaning costs 

When you're determining whether 
io wash a silk garment, test for color 
fastness, Wet a small section of a 
scam allowance or hem, Blot be 
tween paper towels using strong 
pressure if the color bleeds onto the 
paper towels, the garment 1s not ( ol 
orfast and should be drycleaned 

if vou decide to wash the item, re 
member the three rules for washing 
silk: wash by hand; wash separately 
from other garments; and wash gent 
ly

Hand wash silk in cool water w ith 
synthetic detergent, Or, if the gar 
ments more heavily soiled, wash in 
lukewarm water (100 degrees FP.) 
Don't wring or rub the fabric - silk is 
115 percent to 30 percent weaker 
when wet. Also, avoid soaking the 
garment, because that can promote 
fading. For added protection against 
color loss, add a tablespoon of white 
vinegar to the water, Rinse gently in 
cold water. Roll the garment in a 
towel to remove excess waler don't 
wring silk garments 


Always iron silk when it's damp 
To keep the garment damp until 
you're ready to iron, store it in the re 
frigerator wrapped in a towel or plas 
tic bag. The correct ironing tempera 
ture is usually marked on the iron 
250 degrees to 300 degrees F. That 
higher than for wool, but lower than 
for cotton and rayon. For best re 
sults, iron on the wrong side of the 
fabric

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) has just approved the 
use of Pursuit herbicide in peanuts. 
Pursuit sold by American Cyanamid 
Company can be applied preplant in- 
corporated, preemergence, at crack- 
ing, or early postemergence to con- 
trol susceptible weeds. The use rate 
of Pursuit is 4 fluid ounces per 
broadcast acre. Sequential treatments 
can also be made with 2 fluid ounces 
per acre applied preplant incorporat- 
ed or preemergence and then 2 fluid 
ounces per acre applied at cracking 
or postemergence. No more than 4 
fluid ounces should be applied per 
acre per year. Add a non-ionic sur- 
factant to the Pursuit spray mix at 
the rate of 1 quart per 100. gallons 
when treating emerged weeds (at 
cracking or postemergence). Pursuit 
application should be made in 10 o1 
more gallons of water per acre with 
ground equipment using flat fan 
spray tips at 20-40 psi spray pres- 
sure. 

Pursuit controls common cockle- 
bur, pigweeds, wild poinsettia, com- 
mon purslane, Florida pusley, tea- 
weed, wild mustard, spurges, black 
nightshade, yellow nutsedge, and 
purple nutsedge. Preplant or pree- 
mergence application also provides 
some control of fall and Texas pani- 
cum (buffalograss), while at crack- 
ing Of postemergence application 
provides control of most annual mor- 
ningglory species, crabgrass and 
broadleaf signalgrass. For postemer- 
gence control, target weeds should 
be no taller than 2-3 inches at times 
of treatment, unless otherwise indi 
cated. 

Many of the weeds that Pursuii 
controls can also be controlled by 
existing peanut herbicides. However 
control of wild poinsettia, yellow 
nutsedge, and purple nutsedge is the 
real benefit. Nutsedge control can be 
achieved by applying 4 ounces ol 
Pursuit preplant incorporated, pree 
mergence or at cracking, or by ap 
plying the 2 ounce sequential treat 
ments. For postemergence treatment, 
nutsedge should be in the spike stage 
(2-3 inches tall) at time of treatment, 

Pursuit stops the growth of sus- 
ceptible weeds and the weeds either 
die or remain noncompetitive with 
peanuts. When Pursuit is soil ap 
plied, susceptible weeds may or may 
not emerge, but will not compete 
The fact that some weated weeds 
won't die may be troubling to some 
growers. Weed growth is usually 
stopped within the first 24 hours al 
ter treatment, but weed death may 
not occur for 2-3 weeks. When tall 
nutsedge is treated postemergence, 
nutsedge growth is stopped, but the 
nutsedge plants rarely die, Regrowth 
is possible after some period of ume 
Cultivation 10 or more days after 
ireaument can improve degree ol 
control, 

According to the label, Pursuit 
can be tank mixed with most pre 
plant, preemergence, and postemer 
gence herbicides used in peanuts 
There is limited University research 
data on the different possible poste 
imergence herbicide Combinations in 
peanuls. Growers will be experi- 
menting with us this year, especially 
when it comes to tank mixes with in 
secticides and fungicides. 

There are several application and 
recrop restrictions associated with 
the use of Pursuit. Treated peanut 
forage, vines, hay or straw should 
not be grazed or fed to livestock 
Rye or wheat planted in treated area 
should not be grazed for 60 days af 
ier planting. Pursuit should not be 


applied within 85 days of peanut har- 
vest. 

It is still early to have a good han- 
die on the cost of the herbicide to the 
grower. However, don't be surprised 
if the 4 ounces rate per acre is $18- 
19, Growers who have a purple and 
yellow nutsedge problem in peanuts 
should consider this herbicide op 
tion. Growers can be flexible in their 
planned application timing, but they 
should not expect this chemical to be 
a salvage treatment on tall nutsedge 
It would appear that the preplant in- 
corporated treatment or the sequen- 
tial treatments would fit many pea- 
nut producers existing herbicide 
application programs. 


Fieas And Pets Not 


A Good Combination

We have had several calls into the 
Extension office concerning fleas in 
the yard and fleas in the house, but 
one of the main areas of concern this 
year has been suffering by pets relat- 
ed to fleas, particular dogs and cats. 
This can also become a problem not 
only for your pets but also for you, 
particularly if you let the pet into the 
house. Once fleas get started, they 
can become a bigger and bigger 
problem because they hatch out so 
fast. 

There are many products on the 
market that you can use to treat your 
dogs and cats for fleas. | want to talk 
about some that | feel are fairly inex- 
pensive and a fairly good way to 
help your pet have a more comforta 
ble summer. One product is some ol 
the pyrethrins sprays. These are gen 
erally an aerosol spray. Your veteri 
narian, grocery stores, feed and seed 
lype stores all probably have some 
form of a pyrethrin spray, You cn 
also use Sevin 5% dust on your dog 
or cat. Also, Malathion makes a 5% 
dust that is equally as effective, The 
only word of caution I might add is | 
would not use Sevin or Malathion on 
dogs or cats that are less than one 
month old 

These are three products on the 
market that you may pick up if you 
are a cat owner thinking you can use 
them on your cal, but they are la 
beled only for dogs and | want to 
draw your atienuion to those, One 
product is called ProSpot. It will 
come as a 5.6 or 13.8 percent solu 
tion. This is only for dogs. Another 
product is Lindane 20 percent solu 
tion, This is only to be used on dogs 
Two other products with the same 
active ingredient are Coopex and Ex 
par which are products for fleas that 
ure Only for dogs 

Some other over-the-counter 
products you can buy to use on dogs 
or cats are Delnay or Deltic. Both ol 
these have the same active ingredi 
ent. Others are Rabon, Limonene, 
and Sendran 50 WP. All of these 
work very well on dogs or cats for 
flea control 


One other form off flea control is 
the collars or tags. These can be used 
on dogs or cats, The collars or tags 
contain dichioryos, the only word of 
caution on the collar is to make sure 
it fits properly, not restricting the an 
imal, You would want to watch for 
any possible skin reaction from the 
collar. | would not use a collar along 
with another insecticide because you 
could overdose the animal which 
would most likely not kill it but 
would make it sick. Another not of 
caution would be to not put a collar 
on a sick animal. This would give a 
constant low level dose of insecti 
cide

Commission says no to resurfacing of 32.3 miles of road

A proposal by Coffee County En- 
gineer Mark Pool spun an hour long 
discussion on county revenue in 
Tuesday morning's commission 
meeting. He stated that 32.3 miles of 
county roads needed to be resurface 
this year or they could possibly dete- 
riorate within the near future to the 
degree that they would have to be to- 
tally rebuilt. 

Pool estimated the cost on the re- 
surfacing project to be an estimated 
$376,164. 

In reviewing the county's finan- 
cial status and trying to decide if the 
project could be funded, Commis- 
sion Chairman Billy Eagerton re- 
minded the commissioners of the 
short term loans coming due in June 
and July which total approximately 
$500,000, 

Eagerton also stated that another 
$500,000 was owed to the county's 
general fund by the gasoline fund. 

Funds were transferred from the 
general fund to purchase equipment 
to be used in repairing roads dam- 
aged by the March '90 flood. These 
funds were to be repaid once disaster 
money was received from state and 
federal agencies, All disaster money 
has not been received at the present 
lime. 


In a previous meeting, the com- 
mission had already agreed to secure 
money to be used as matching funds 
in obtaining federal funds to resur- 
face "on system" roads in the county. 
Eagerton stated that it would be nec- 
essary to borrow this money. 


The chairman stated that a total of 


approximately $1.7 million dollars 
would be needed in order to pay the 
short term notes, repay the general 
fund, obta:n the matching funds, and 
to fund the county engineer's propo- 
sal. 

Commissioners Bill Faulk and 
Sid Averett voiced their opposition 
to borrowing the money to.{und the 
32.3 miles of resurfacing, but agreed 
to the borrowing of the remainder. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose stated 
that the county has an, investment to 
protect in these roads and that if the 
resurfacing was delayed, it would 
cost more later. 

Pool told the commissioners that 
the county had an agreement with 
the state to maintain the farm-to- 
market roads to meet certain stan- 
dards. If this is not done, the county 
faces the possibility of losing federal 
funds, 

After several minutes of discuss- 
ing the pros and cons of borrowing 
enough money to accomplish all ol 
the afore mentioned items, the com- 
mission acted. They decided to issue

Without a lot of discussion, the 
commission on a vote of 5-1-1 voted 
to ask the local legislators, Rep, Jim- 
my Holley and Sen. Crum Foshee, to 
introduce a bill imposing a 2¢ per 
gallon tax on gasoline and diesel fuel 
in Coffee County. This revenue will 
be used to repair county roads, 

Voting for were: Commissioners 
Sid Averett, Damascus Crittenden, 
Jim Dubose, Eugene Bradley and 
Billy Eagerton. Commissioner Rob- 
ert Stephens voted against and Com- 
missioner Bill Faulk abstained. 

It was noted that a bill is present- 
ly before the Alabama Legislature to 
place a 7-1/2¢ per gallon tax on gas 
and fuel. If this bill passes, 2¢ of that 
tax will be allotted to counties for lo- 
cal road repair. Commissioners stat 
ed that should that bill pass (7-1/2¢) 
they would repeal the local 2¢ im- 
posed if it was indeed introduced

New Brockton's city councilmen
